REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, WO 93/1 1747 directed to Schultz, teaches a suspension 
aerosol composition that is free of surfactant, and consisting essentially of ethanol, 
albuterol sulfate (salbutamol sulfate), and a fluorocarbon propellant. Schultz does not 
teach a canister with a metering valve, and an actuator with a spray orifice aperture 
having diameter of from 100 to 300 urn. Schultz et al. US 5,899,201 (Schultz '201) 
teaches an actuator for use in connection with medicinal aerosol formulations. The 
actuator has a spray orifice diameter from about 0.25 mm to 0.64 mm. Schultz '201 , 
however, teaches that suspension aerosol formulations are used in connection with an 
actuator having wider orifice diameter (column 4, lines 1-8). Table 1 in Schultz '201 
indicates that standard suspension actuator having an exit orifice diameter of 0.56 mm, 
and a standard solution actuator having an exit orifice diameter of 0.254 mm were 
tested with a solution aerosol formulation. The present invention requires that the 
aerosol formulation is a suspension not a solution. The present specification shows that 
by reducing the aperture to between 100-300 urn gives more rapid evaporation of the 
ethanol. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
